1. RESIDENT WASHINGTON POST CORRESPONDENT DUSKO DODER PLANS 
TO FILE STORY IN NEXT FEW DAYS DETAILING ALLEGED ARREST 

IN MONTENEGRO OF SOME FORTY PERSONS ACCUSED OF ORGANIZING 
CLANDESTINE COMMUNIST PARTY ADVOCATING YUGOSLAV RETURN TO 
SOVIET BLOC. ARTICLE WILL ALLEGE ARREST ALSO OF UNSPECIFIED 
NUMBER OF SERBS IN KOSOVO. 

2. ACCORDING DODER'S INFORMATION, GROUP IN QUESTION HAD 
CONTACT WITH WARSAW PACT EMBASSIES IN BELGRADE, AND GOY 
HAS PROTESTED TO GOVERNMENTS INVOLVED. HE ALSO SAYS CURRENT 
TRIP OF LCY AND STATE PRESIDENCY MEMBER EDVARD KARDELJ TO 
USSR IS TO SEEK SOVIET CLARIFICATION OF INTENTIONS. 

YUGOSLAV AUTHORITIES, ACCORDING TO DODER'S SOURCE, DO 

NOT BELIEVE THEY HAVE DISCOVERED TOP OFFICIALS IN CLAN- 
DESTINE GROUP. MOST OF ARRESTED ARE SAID TO BE INTEL- 
LECTUALS WHO HAVE MAINTAINED CONTACTS WITH PRO-SOVIET 
YUGOSLAVS RESIDENT IN BELGIUM. 
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3. GROUP SUPPOSEDLY HELD "CONGRESS" EARLIER THIS YEAR 

IN BAR, MONTENEGRO, WHERE IT ELECTED CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 
REASON FOR NO PUBLICITY TO DATE IS SUPPOSEDLY BECAUSE 
YUGOSLAV LEADERSHIP IS WAITING TO SEE RESULT OF KARDELJ'S 
MOSCOW TALKS. 

4. ADDRESSEES SHOULD NOT REPEAT NOT DISCUSS INFORMATION WITH 
MEDIA REPRESENTATIVES UNTIL DODER STORY IS PUBLISHED. 

THIS MAY BE DELAYED BECAUSE DODER IS SEEKING APPOINTMENT 
IN FOREIGN AFFAIRS SECRETARIAT TO TRY TO ELECIT COMMENT 
ON HOW THIS AFFECTS RELATIONS WITH SOVIETS AND OTHER WP 
COUNTRIES. 

5. EMBASSY WILL APPRECIATE TELEGRAPHIC ADVICE WHEN STORY 
APPEARS IN WASHINGTON POST. 

6. COMMENT: DODER DECLINED TO REVEAL SOURCE HIS INFORMATION, 
BUT DESCRIBED HIM AS FORMER MEMBER OF HEIRARCHY WHO NOW 
OUT. 

7. AS FOR KARDELI TRIP, ALLEGATION HE HAS GONE TO MOSCOW 
SPECIFICALLY BECAUSE OF DISCOVERY OF MOSCOW-ORIENTED GROUP, 
WHILE POSSIBLY TRUE, SOUNDS SPECULATIVE. THERE HAS BEEN 

NO DEARTH OF OTHER POSSIBILITIES TO DISCUSS SUCH A MATTER 
WITH THE SOVIETS OF LATE, I.E., LCY EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
SECRETARY FOR INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS ALEKSANDAR GRLICKOV 
WAS REPORTED IN MOSCOW TO DISCUSS PARTY COOPERATION ON 
AUG 17; THE YUGOSLAV CHARGE IN MOSCOW WAS RECEIVED BY THE 
SOVIET MINISTER OF IUSTICE ON AUG 28 TO DISCUSS "CURRENT 
QUESTIONS OF BILATERAL COOPERATION"; AND MONTENEGRIN LC 
PRESIDIUM PRESIDENT VESELIN DJURANOVIC WAS REPORTED MEETING 
AUG 30 IN MOSCOW WITH NIKOLAI VAIILTEV, WHO WAS IDENTIFIED 
FIRST AS CPSU CC MEMBER AND SECOND IN RSFSR POST. IN 
ADDITION, CPSU POLITBURO MESSAGE TO TITO WAS DELIVERED IN 
BELGRADE AUG 19. FRG AMBASSADOR HERE UNDERSTANDS A PRIME 
REASON FOR KARDELJ TRIP IS TO DISCUSS REPORTED UPCOMING 
PREPARATORY MEETING FOR ALL EUROPEAN CP CONFERENCE. 
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
